TEACHERS ASSEMBLED. 


The County Institute Meets 
in Annual Session. 


REUNION 
IN 
THE 
EVENING. 


The Exercises at T uruverein Hall 


Yesterday—A Very Larjfe 


Attendance. 


The Teachers’ County Institute com­ 
menced its annual session at Turnverein 
Hall yesterday afternoon, when 
427 
teachers assembled. Outside 
of San 
Francisco, no other connty in the State 
m akes so good a showing of teachers as 
does Los Angeles, and when they assem­ 
bled they made a most intellectual ap­ 
pearance. 
Superintendent W. W. Seaman opened 
the session with a brief address. He 
spoke of the growth of onrcounty, and to 
illustrate, presented the following statis­ 
tics: 
In 1885 there were eighty-five dis­ 
tricts in the county, from which 209 
teachers attended the annual In stitu te; 
iu 1880 the numbers were eighty-six dis­ 
tricts and 228 teachers; in 1887 there 
were 100 districts and 260 teachers at the 
Institute. The year 1888 showed 116 dis­ 
tricts and 320 teachers, with an increase 
to 129 districts to-day, and 421 teachers in 
attendance at this institute. The num ­ 
bers shown by census enrollment and 
daily attendance for the corresponding 
year are as follows:

statistics 
show a gradual 
growth in the numbers of school dis­ 
tricts, in the number of census children 
and in the average daily attendance, un­ 
til we reach the year 1888. The increase 
during that year is probably without a 
parallel in the history of schools in any 
State or country.” 
Few districts are not provided with 
am ple school facilities. 
Trained and 
experienced teachers have been attracted 
to this advancing region, with a conse­ 
quent improvement of schools. In the 
smaller schools, however, the work is 
far from satisfactory. For these it seems 
that a special course of study should be 
provided. 
Some 
text-books 
were 
changed last June, the State series being 
introduced. In the adoption of Prang’s 
System of Drawing it is felt th a t a step 
forward was taken. 
Not much bas yet 
been accomplished, because teachers are 
not prepared to teach this subject. Teach­ 
ers m ust study the subject for them- 
Belves. 
Vocal music and the effects of 
alcohol and narcotics are not receiving 
proper attention. Both are required by 
State law. 
The subject of 
Civil Government, 
added to the list of studies by the Legis­ 
lature of 1889, marks an im portant step 
toward the understanding of the princi­ 
ples of free government and toward its 
perpetuation. 
Attention was called to 
recent changes in the school law. 
A 
Normal school course is requisite for the 
teaching of beginners in a school of 
more than two teachers. 
Library money may now be expended 
for books of 
supplementary reading. 
County boards are required to adopt 
lists of school apparatus, and from this 
list the schools must purchase. County 
boards are also empowered, upon suffi­ 
cient cause, 
to 
suspend certificates 
granted by them. 
In conclusion, the speaker said: “ Our 
schools rank high—let us strive to make 
them rank higher.” 
The Committee on Organization re­ 
ported the following perm anent officers, 
who were, upon motion, elected: Presi­ 
dent, W. W. Seaman ; Vice-Presidents, T. 
A. Saxon, President of County Board of 
Education; E. T. Pierce, Principal of 
Chico Normal School; Prof. J. N. K erens; 
A. E . Pomeroy, President City Board of 
Education; W. M. Friesner, City Super­ 
intendent, and ex-Superintendent J . W. 
H inton, \V. M. McFadden, Hon. John R. 
Brierly. 
Secretary, F. H. Clark. Assis­ 
tant Secretary, C. E . Jones. 
F. A. Saxon, President of the County 
Board of Education, in the nam e of the 
people of the county, bade the assembled 
teachers a hearty welcome at their nine­ 
teenth annual session. Mr. Saxon spoke 
of the county, but lamented that it had 
gone so far that the beautiful southern 
portion seems about to separate itself 
from the harmonious circle. 
A brief 
sketch was given of the early history of 
teachers’ institutes in this county. The 
gentlem an’s address was brilliantly de­ 
livered aud closely listened to. 
The rem ainder of the afternoon waB 
devoted 
to exercises conducted 
by 
members of the State Teachers’ Read­ 
ing Circle. 
An account of the organ­ 
ization was given by F. 
H . Clark, 
followed by reports from the representa­ 
tives of local circles. 
An abstract of 
Payne’s “ Lectures on Education” was 
read by Dr. A. VV. Plummer, who clearly 
eet forth the leading ideas of the book 
studied. 
“ The problem is how to get 
pupil to learn. Tbe teacher may know 
the subject without knowing the best 
m eans of m aking his pupils know it. 
which is the assumed end of all his 
teaching. 
He may be an adept in his 
subject, but a novice in the art of teach­ 
ing it—an art which has principles, laws 
and processes peculiar to itself. Nature 
give* a system, working harmoniously. 
The child is the pupil, and Naturo the 
educator. 
By the observation of Nature’s 
methods, a correct notion of what is 
m eant by education is gained. 
Art is 
Nature, with the addition of man. Art 
is m an’s work added to Nature’s work. 
The a rt of teaching is the application by 
the teacher of laws of science which he 
him self has discovered by investigating 
Nature. 
* 
Mrs. Mary L. Chapman read an inter­ 
esting paper on the “ Lady of th e Lake,” 
and the afternoon closed with an essay 
on the lesson of Homer by M. C. Bettin- 
ger.

The Commissioners who have in hand 
the matter of the location of the Insane 
Asylum will get into the city to-morrow. 
The question of where this institution 
shall be placed does not appear to have 
excited mnch discussion. 
It is evident 
that the possible advantages to any 
locality which will grow out of the plac­ 
ing 
of 
the asylum there are not 
generally 
understood. 
The building 
which 
will 
be 
erected 
will 
cost 
about $350,000 and will afford employ­ 
ment, while it is in course of erection, to 
a large nnmber of men. The annual 
expenses of the institution will be over 
$100,000, which sum will be spent for the 
most part in the immediate neighbor­ 
hood. The grouud8, comprising about 
100 acres, will be handsomely improved, 
and the institution will attract a large 
number of visitors. There will be up­ 
ward of 100 attendants in the establish­ 
ment who wiil contribute not a little to 
the business done in the community. 
It is proposed to pick out some good 
site, conveuiently located, with plenty of 
water, and it is hinted that it is the dis­ 
position of several members of the com­ 
mittee to place it in San Bsrnardino 
county. 
Several owners of real estate 
have come forward and made liberal 
oilers of land. All proposals are to be 
sent to M. S. Severance, Adams street, 
in this city.

A Large Amount of Business 
Transacted. 


THE NEW SALARY ORDINANCE. 


The Police Force Increased to Ninety 
Men — Other Changes 
Made. 


The City Council ruet yesterday morn 
ing, President Frankenfield in the Chair 
and 
Mesura. 
McLain, 
Summerland, 
Shafer, 
Hamilton, 
Wirsching, 
Van 
Doeen, Bonsall and Brown present. 
A message from the Mayor annonncing 
that he had appointed R. W. Burnham 
as Sealer of Weights and Measures, was 
received. Mr. Bonsall suggested that, 
as there had been no ordinance passed 
relating to the duties of that officer, be 
would move that action be postponed 
one week. Carried. 
A message was received from the 
Mayor, returning without his approval 
an ordinance regulating the salaries of 
city officers. 
Mr. Shafer moved to reconsider the 
ordinance. Carried, and the matter was 
referred to a committee of the whole. 
Police Judge W. T. Owens was granted 
a thirty-days’ leave of absence on account 
of ill health. 
The Street Superintendent and City 
Attorney recommended that the Loe An­ 
geles Cable Company be allowed to go 
ahead with its engine house on Downey 
avenue. Adopted. 
The Street 
Superintendent 
recom­ 
mended 
that Alexandria 
street 
be 
graded. Adopted. 
Police Judge Stanton asked for a court­ 
room. Action deferred for one week. 
Tax Collector Thompson announced 
that he had appointed O. C. Smith as 
License Collector. 
The recommendations of 
the Park 
Commission, Police Commission, Board 
of Health, and Fire Commission as pub­ 
lished heretofore, were referred to a Com­ 
mittee of the Whole. 
The bonds of E. H. Dalton as Water 
Overseer, and Dr. MacGowan were ap­ 
proved, as also were the contract and 
bond of Frick Broe., for putting in a 
storm drain at Main, Spring and Ninth 
streets. 
The report of the Board of Public 
Works as published in Sunday’s H e* a ld 
was read and adopted. 
The Finance Committee recommended 
that the City Treasurer be allowed one 
deputy; that the Street Superintendent 
be allowed three deputies at $100 per 
month each, and one clerk at $80 per 
m onth; that the matter of allowing the 
City Auditor a deputy be deferred for 
one week; that no supplies be purchased 
by any of the city officers except upon 
orders from the Supply Committee. The 
report was adopted. 
The City Attorney was empowered to 
have the necessary forms for street work 
printed, together with pamphlets con­ 
taining the street laws. 
An ordinance providing for the widen­ 
ing of Los Angeles street, between First 
and Second streets, was read and laid 
over for a week. 
City Engineer Eaton presented the fol­ 
lowing report on the outfall sewer. 
Im m ediately on receiving the resolution of 
your Comm ittee on Finance relative to the 
construction of an outfall sewer, I Held & con­ 
ference with the proprietors of the Redondo 
and Iuglewood properties to see what arrange­ 
m ents could be m ade for securing the right-of- 
way over th eir grounds and au ocean disposal 
frontage thereon. The gentlem en state that 
developm ents recently made In their water 
supply will be endangered from pollution by 
the conatructiou of a sewer over the route con­ 
tem plated by the original deslgD, and th at they 
could not, in justice to them selves and th e per­ 
sons they have sold land to, perm it the location 
of a sewer through their lands wnere it would 
cause a prejudice, even if, as a m atter of fact, 
the waler supply was not injured thereby. 
They stated, however, tbat no obstacles would 
b e m et from them in obtaining the right-of- 
way, providing th e objection 
above stated 
was removed and the sewer discharged into 
th e ocean at least two miles north of Redondo. 
1 have m ade investigations for a route further 
south than th e one proposed to construct over, 
but the distance was L u n d to be greater. 
There were no estim ates m ade as to th e rela­ 
tive cost, as It was not well situated for the 
Irrigation of the lands at th at tim e proposed 
to apply th e sewage. I consider th e route 
w orth giving further consideration, in view of 
the fact th at the sam e objection as regards the 
pollution of water exists to a greater extent 
over the Balloua route than th e oue by way of 
Inglew ood; besides other obstacles have been 
presented, all of which, of course, m ust be set 
aside if th e B allena route is chosen. 
I will place an outfall surveying party in the 
field to-ciay. and hope to renoit som ething 
m ore definite at yonr next regular meeting. 
I am detailing th e internal system an d will 
have all th e data In about ten days necessary 
in preparing resolutions and advertising for 
the construction of all sew ers in East Los An­ 
geles. The construction of th e sewers in the 
Arroyo de log Reyea district w ill also be a r­ 
ranged for at once. 
The City Engineer also reported on 
various petitions which had accumulated 
in his office. 
The matter of carrying the Zanja 
made under the cable road on First street 
was referred to the Zanja Committee, the 
City Engineer and the City Attorney. 


A fternoon Session. 
The Gas Committee recommended the 
erection of an electric light mast in East 
Loa Angeles. 
Mr. Shaffer opposed the recommenda­ 
tion on the ground that the funds were 
not large enough to warrant the estab­ 
lishment of more lights. 
It was stated that the light was neces­ 
sary, as the region was in total darkness, 
and a single burner would be all that is 
necessary. 
Major Bonsall said that the question 
with him was whether the electric works 
could farnieli enough power to supply 
any more lights. 
The recommendation was adopted, 
and the committee was instructed to in­ 
quire into the question of power. 
On motion of Mr. Shafer, the Chief of 
Police was instructed that after April 1st 
no bills will be allowed for special police 
except when a special permit is issued 
by the Council. 
Judge Ling appeared on behalf of the 
people of East Los Angeles and objected 
to the driving of cattle over the streets of 
the city. The people there had graded 
the streets and had planted trees, but 
the streets were sometimes filled with 
droves of cattle and hogs, and the trees 
and fences were broken. The people 
who drive the cows are very insolent. 
Only Sunday a drove of cattle came 
down the Mission road and broke his 
trees down. 
Mr. Shafer moved that the City Attor 
ney draw an ordinance prohibiting cattle 
from being driven through the streets in 
larger droves than five. Carried. 
A resolution from Mr. Wirsching, ask­ 
ing that the California Bridge Company 
be given no further time to construct its 
biidges was laid on the table. 
Petitions were received and referred to 
the proper committees, from the Eight- 
Hour League, asking that eight hours be 
made a legal day’s work. Referred to 
the City Attorney to report at the next 
meeting; from property owners on Rosas 
street, protesting against the laying of a 
sewer; from property owners asking tbat 
a culvert be enlarged under Temple 


street; from property owners in several 
localities for electric lights; from prop* 
erty owners on Lake Shore avenue for a 
storm water drain ; from property owners 
on Soto street to have the same graded; 
from taxpayers, calling attention to a 
dangerous bridge on Boyle avenue; from 
Los Angeles Cable Railroad Company, 
stating that it was ready to buila the 
zanja made over First street; from John 
Hubbell et al. for the opening of Alva­ 
rado street; from C. N. Stevenson in re­ 
lation to the grade on Fourth street; 
from the contractors of the Government 
building, asking to be allowed to con­ 
struct sheds on the street in front of the 
proposed building, (granted under the 
rules); from 8. W. Darby et al., for 
damages caused by the storm; from R. 
R. Brown in reference to a sewer on 
Spring 
street; 
from 
C. 
Finkham 
et al., protesting to the paving of 
Second street, between Fort and Olive; 
from R. R. Brown, asking to have a 
pond at the intersection of First and 
and Olive drained (referred to Superin­ 
tendent of Streets to drain the same); 
from J. G. Higgins et al., asking that the 
Cable Company be required to place 
Grand avenue in order; from Frank 
Bishop, to 
be appointed electrician; 
from 
property-owners on Sainsevain 
street objecting to the sewer; from J. 
Richards to lease reservoir No. 5 to put 
in pleasure boats; from J. L. Whipple, 
asking that a neighbor be restrained from 
collecting rent for city land; from the I. 
O. O. F., asking permission to change 
its place of burial; from residents of 
Boyle Heights, to compel the City Water 
Company to supply them with water; 
from citizens on 
Seventh street, to 
have the electric railroad poles on 
Seventh street declared a nuisance. 
Major Bonsall offered a resolution in­ 
structing the City Attorney to draw an 
ordinance preventing the people from 
subdividing their lands nntil a plat of the 
same be approved by the Council. 
Adopted. 
Major Bonsall also offered a resolution 
instructing the Street Superintendent to 
notify the Gas and Water Companies to 
put their pipes down before the streets are 
graveled and graded. Adopted. 
On motion of Mr. McLain, the Street 
Superintendent was instructed to stop 
the overflow of water on Deep Water 
street. 
Mr. McLain moved that the regrading 
of Sand street be looked after by the 
Board of Public Works. Carried. 
The Street Superintendent was in­ 
structed to construct a bridge over the 
Zanja Madre on First street. 
The Council then resolved itself into a 
Committee of the Whole, with Major 
Bonsall in the chair, to consider the 
recommendations of the various com­ 
missions. 
The request of the Park Commission 
for a Superintendent of Parks and three 
assistants, with such laborers not to ex­ 
ceed 30, was read. 
Mr. Shafer asked how much money 
could be set aside for the parks. 
Mr. Hamilton suggested tbat a certain 
per cent, of the salary fund be set each 
month. 
He was informed that there 
would not be enough money in this fund 
to set any aside. 
Dr. Bryant said that at present the 
Park Commission could do nothing, as 
no ordinances had been passed by the 
Council giving it power. 
Mr. Frankenfield moved that when 
the committee arise it report in favor of 
having the City Attorney draw an ord­ 
inance in accordance with the request of 
the Commission. Carried. 
Mr. Frankenfield also moved that it be 
recommended that $5,000 of the Salary 
Fund be set aside for the Park Fund. 
Carried. 
The Clerk then read the ordinance fix­ 
ing the salaries of the officers. Mr. 
Frankenfield moved that the Sealer of 
Weights and Measures receive $1.500 
instead of $1,800 per year. Mr. Sum­ 
merland moved that the salary remain 
ai $1,800. (No second.) Mr. Franken- 
field’s motion was carried. 
The section in relation to the Police 
Judges were stricken out until the ques­ 
tion of jurisdiction is decided. 
It was decided to allow the salary and 
duties of the Mayor’s clerk to stand as it 
was, at $150 per month. 
The request of the Police Commission 
for one Captain at $125, one clerk to the 
Chief at $100, three sergeants at $90, 
twelve mounted 
police 
at $95, one 
mounted sergeant at $100, eighty regular 
footmen at $80, was read. 
Mr. Shafer thought that this was too 
much. According to his idea seventy 
officers in all were enough to protect the 
city which, also, according to his idoa, 
had not grown any larger in a year. 
Mr. Wirschiog was in favor of giving 
the Police Board what it asked. 
Mr. Summerland moved that the re­ 
quest of the Police Commissioners be 
granted. 
Mr. Frankenfield suggested that the 
smaller number be tried first, and then, 
if it was found necessary, the number 
could be increased. 
Mr. Shafer moved that there be eight 
instead of twelve mounted men, and 
sixty instead of eighty footmen. 
Mr. Van Dusen did not want to see the 
number reduced. 
Mr. Hamilton moved that the footmen 
be seventy in number and the mounted 
men be ten in number. 
Lost by a vote 
of 3 to 6. 
Mr. Shafer’s motion was lost by a vote 
of 3 to 6. 
The motion of Mr. Summerland, that 
the request of the Commission be grant­ 
ed, was lost by a vote of 4 to 5. 
Mr. Hamilton moved that the force be 
fixed at ninety men. 
Mr. Wirsching moved that the force be 
fixed at ninety-eight. Lost, by a vote of 
6 to 3. 
Mr. Hamilton’s motion was carried by 
a vote of 5 to 4. 
The salary of tne Assistant Chief of the 
Fire Department was fixed at $100 per 
month; engineers, $110; drivers, $80; 
foremen, $25; tillermen, $60; callmen. 
$25. 
The Board of Health was allowed three 
sanitary inspectors, $75; one keeper of 
the Pesthouse, at $60; one assistant 
health officer, who shall also be police 
surgeon, and devote his whole time to 
the city for $150 per month. 
Provision was made for a superintend­ 
ent of fire alarm at $75 per month. The 
captain of the chaingang was placed 
under the direction of the Superintendent 
of Streets and the Police Commission. 
The City Janitor was allowed $60 per 
month. 
The allowances as to the deputies in 
each office were made as recommended 
by the Finance Committee. The chief 
deputy ©f the City Engineer was allowed 
$125 per month. 
The committee then rose and reported 
the ordinance as amended, which was 
adopted. 
The Council then adjourned.

T h e P r o s e c u tio n F in is h e s I ts C ase. 
M o tio n s V a d e . 
The famous bunco case, in which 
Messrs. Rose,Hood and W hite are under­ 
going examination on the charge of con­ 
spiracy to defraud Judge Haskins, of 
New York, moved aloDg a little farther 
yesterday. It will probably come to an 
end to-morrow. 
Detective Russell, who assisted in the 
capture of Rose and of W hite, was placed 
upon the stand, and narrated the circum­ 
stances in which he was concerned. The 
proprietorship which Rose had in the 
room where the layout was found, was 
established more clearly by the declara­ 
tion which the latter made to Russell on 
the occasion of his arrest, to the effect 
th a t the detectives had no business to 
enter the room for it was his. 
Mr. Rus­ 
sell was severely cross-examined on this 
point, but his testimony was not m ater­ 
ially altered. 
Detective Metzler testified to some of 
the circumstances of the arrest of the 
m en. The principal part of his testi­ 
mony, however, was that of an expert on 
the subject of bunco. The complaint 
charges the three men with conspiring 
to defraud. 
As the evidence has shown 
th a t the means employed waB a game of 
bunco, it became necessary to demons­ 
trate 
the 
fact 
that the game 
of 
bunco was so arranged as to defraud any 
one who played it except the banker or 
his confederate. The layout was placed 
upon the table, and the lawyers gathered 
about Mr. Metzler while he explained 
how the game was run. 
A pack of num­ 
bered cards m anipulated by the detect­ 
ive’s 
fingers 
managed 
to do 
Mr. 
Hardesty, the District Attorney, who, for 
purposes of illustration, served as a 
sucker, out of all his money. 
On the cross-examination an effort was 
m ade by the defense to establish the 
fact that, if played fairly, the game was 
a percentage affair, like faro or roulette. 
The detective persisted, however, in the 
statem ent th at the percentage was hope­ 
lessly against the player, and that the 
game was never played fairly. 
Chief of Police Burns was called to 
narrate the conversation between him ­ 
self and W hite and the identification of 
the latter by Judge H askins. As Boon 
as White was brought into the office he 
had said to the Chief that there was a 
mistake and he could prove an alibi. 
W hen Judge H askins came in he was 
shown W hite, and he said: “ I don’t 
think you have the right m an.” After­ 
ward, when White had talked a little, 
the J udge declared that he recognized 
him by his voice, and was positive that 
he was the dealer of the game. 
There was a long discussion as to 
w hether 
Major 
M itchell 
should 
be allowed to ask the Chief about the 
general instructions which his office re­ 
ceived about the m atter of arresting sus­ 
picious characters. 
Judge Haskins was recalled and asked 
whether he had told Rose bis name. He 
answered th at he had, and had told him 
his place of residence. 
This finished the case for the prosecu­ 
tion. Major Mitchell gave notice of a 
motion to dismiss on behalf of W hite, to 
be argued at such a tim e as the Court 
should set. 
Mr. Payton gave similar no­ 
tice for Rose and Hood. 
The Court ad­ 
journed until 9 o’clock this morning. 


THE JORDAN CLAIM. 


S u p re m o C o u r t D e cisio n R e l a t i n g to 
m i n o r Klelra. 
In the im portant suit of George H. 
Smith et al. vs M. Y. Biscailiz and Vic­ 
toria Jordan to quiet title to 250 acres of 
land in this city, the defendants claimed 
th at the interests of Victoria Jordan in 
her father’s estate had never been leg­ 
ally sold, and consequently belonged to 
her when she came of age; and this 
claim was sustained by the Superior 
Court of this county. 
The points upon which the guardian’s 
sale was attacked were as follows: 
First. That the order of the Probate 
Court, appointing the guardian of Vic­ 
toria Jordan, was void for want of notice. 
Second. That the petition for the sale 
of the lands of the minor waB insufficient 
to give the court ordering the sale juris­ 
diction to do so. 
Third. That the additional bond re­ 
quired by the statute on the sale of real 
estate was not filed until after the con­ 
firmation of the sale. 
Fourth. That the inventory and ap- 
S 
raieement of the ward’s estate ordered 
y the court was not filed until after the 
confirmation of the sale of the ward’s 
real estate, and that the description of 
the land was insufficient as contained in 
the inventory. 
The Supreme Court decides these sev­ 
eral points as follows: 
First. As the m other of the minor, 
who had the care of the child, appeared 
in court and petitioned to have its uncle 
Joseph Jordan appointed guardian, and 
as the child’s cousins, Joseph Jordan 
and Anton Jordan, the only other rela­ 
tives residing in the county, filed with 
the court their w ritten consent to the 
appointment, to have given further and 
formal notice would have been a useless 
ceremony, which the law does not im­ 
pose upon courts of justice. The notice 
was therefore sufficient. 
8econd. As the petition set forth the 
“ general facts” in regard to the estate, it 
must be presumed that, at the hearing, 
the court had-all the necessary proofs 
before it. The decree of sale was there­ 
fore valid and binding. 
Third. The records 
show that the 
bond was delivered to the judge and 
duly approved before the sale. A paper 
is 
filed when it 
is 
delivered 
to 
the proper officer, and endorsing it with 
the time of filing is not a part of the 
filing. 
Fourth. On this point, as on the last, 
the court 
rules 
that 
the 
records 
show th at the appraisement had been 
substantially filed in the court before the 
confirmation of the sale, and the m ark­ 
ing of it filed by the Olerk, was not 
essential to its validity. As to whether 
the appraisement in the form made gave 
sufficient information to the Court to en­ 
able it to exercise its prerogative, it is 
held th at “ in a collateral attack, the 
Court (being as in this case, for such pro­ 
ceedings, of general jurisdiction; had, by 
virtue of the petition filed and exhibited 
to it, jurisdiction to determine the suffi­ 
ciency of the evidence upon the m atter in 
nand, and its judgm ent in the premises 
cannot here be controverted. 
The judgm ent of the lower court, so 
far as it relates to all the plaintiffs and 
appellants except Gay and Miller, is re­ 
versed. 
It is said that an attem pt will 
be made to reopen the case by applying 
for a new hearing. 


Several of those who had placed appli 
citions for places on the force on file 
asked to have them returned. 
This re­ 
quest was granted. Officer Peter Reel, 
who is to go into the Sheriff’s office, sent 
in a resignation, which was accepted, 
and J. T. Conley was appointed in his 
stead. 
. 
The Commission then adjourned until 
this afternoon. 
Several friends of disappointed candi­ 
dates came into the ofiice, and found 
fault with the Commissioners for their 
alleged neglect of the best interest of the 
city. One man had a lively round with 
Major Furrey, assuring him that he 
knew that the reason why Dorsey had 
been left off was that he was an honest 
man and a church member.

A p p o in tm e n t off a L i b r a r ia n a n d 
A s s is ta n t. 
The Board of Directors of the Los An­ 
geles 
Public Library met yesterday 
morning at 9 o’clock, President G. A. 
Dobinson in the chair, and Directors F. 
N. Howard, E. W. Jones, J. Mills Davies 
and H . Jay H anchette present. 
Director Howard introduced a resolir 
tion to the effect that the officers of the 
library should consist of a librarian, a 
first assistant librarian and a second as­ 
sistant, who shall also be janitor. 
The resolution was adopted, as also 
was a resolution offered by Director 
H anchette, fixing the salaries as follows: 
Librarian, 
$100; 
First Assistant Li­ 
brarian, $75, and Second Assistant, $00 
per month. 
Director Howard moved that 
the 
Board proceed to the appointment of the 
officers named in the resolution. Carried. 
A vote was then taken on the candi­ 
dates, of whom there were about forty, 
and the following were unanimously ap­ 
pointed: Librarian, Miss TessaL. Kelso ; 
First Assistant Librarian, Miss Jessie A. 
Gavitt, and Second Assistant Librarian, 
B. H. Marquise. 
Director Jones moved that the Presi­ 
dent and Secretary notify the officers then 
in the library,of the appointment of their 
successors, and induct the newly elected 
officers in their offices. Carried. 
Director Hanchette moved that the 
credentials of the unsuccessful candidates 
be returned to them. Carried. 
Director Davies moved th a t the rules 
in force be retained until new oneB are 
form ulated. 
Adopted. 
The Board then adjourned. As stated 
above there were in all about forty ap­ 
plicants for the positions of Librarian 
and Assistant, and the Board acted in the 
most deliberate manner in arriving at a 
conclusion as to the respective merits of 
the candidates. In view of the contem­ 
plated 
transfer 
of 
quarters, 
the 
probable 
change 
of 
system, 
and 
other 
improvements 
which 
it 
is 
intended to make in the near future, the 
Board felt that it must select for its 
Librarian the candidate who had had 
the widest experience with libraries in 
the East, and who, all other things being 
equal, was possessed of more than ordi­ 
nary energy. At the first meeting it was 
decided to allow no personal or political 
motives to enter into the question, and 
to make the selection simply and solely 
for the good of the Library. 
With these 
ends in view, the Board thoroughly can­ 
vassed the merits of the various candi­ 
dates, and finally decided on Miss Kelso. 
There were several candidates who had 
had considerable experience, but the 
choice fell upon Miss Kelso, who has 
had a wide experience in libraries, and 
has resided here for the 
past two 
years. Miss Kelso was born in Ohio, 
and for a num ber of years made a study 
of the library and its methods at Cincin­ 
nati. Early in the eighties Miss Kelso 
became a member 
of the National 
Library Association and has ever since 
made libraries and library methodB a 
study. In company with others of the 
association she visited nearly all the 
libraries of the East and Northwest and 
is therefore thoroughly conversant with 
the needs of a library. The directors, 
with her co-operation, expect to make 
the Los Angeles Public Library of the 
greatest benefit and credit to the city. 
The plans for its improvement will be 
made public shortly.

There have been few episodes in the 
history of the world comparable to the 
great fiasco in which the honored name 
of Ferdinand de Lesseps will go down to 
posterity 
in a m align association in 
which thoee of George Law, Pereire and 
Sir Morton Peto will figure as companion 
pictures. 
W hen Monsieur de lx?seeps 
had finished his Isthm us of Suez Canal 
Rcheme no nam e in the annals of en­ 
gineering stood higher than his. 
W hen 
the canal was opened Napoleon III. and 
his wife Eugenie were at Port Said to 
give its opening conventional eclat. 
Most 
of the people distinguished in politics or 
literature were on hand to add to the 
plaudits which greeted this illustrious 
Frenchman on the clim ax of h is great 
work, and no elem ent was then needed 
to make his glory even monum ental. 
It is som etim es good to leave well 
enough alone, but Count Ferdinand de 
Lesseps, unfortunately for him self and 
for France, failed to realize this lesson of 
all ages. 
He started in as “ a plunger.’' 
He forgot that th e Austerlitz of the first 
Napoleon culminated in Borodino, and 
that the great euccess of Charles the 
Twelfth wound up on the m elancholy 
and bleak approaches to Stralsund. 
France has been specially unfortunate 
in her later speculative crazes. She pre 
sented a miracle of solvency following 
the disasters of the Franco-Prussian war. 
The 
paym ent, 
and 
the 
payment 
at once, 
of 
five thousand 
m illions 
of francs as an indem nity to Germany, 
was the most remarkable thing ever 
chronicled in the financial history of the 
world. It was an instance of national vital­ 
ity never theretofore recorded. 
On th e wave of popular confidence be­ 
gotten of that unexam pled incident of 
national solvency and self-reliance, de 
Lesseps, then old, and probably infirm 
of purpose and lacking bis old sagacity, 
launched the Panama Canal scheme. 
H e took desperate chances, because the 
best engineers of the werld had ex­ 
pressed grave doubts, first, of its prac­ 
ticability, 
and, 
secondly, 
of 
its 
soundness as a business proposition. The 
men who controlled de Lesseps nsed his 
great nam e for all that it would carry. 
The authority of the great engineer was 
employed for everything that the most 
unprincipled speculators could make of 
avail. 
No gam bling schem e at Monte 
Carlo or Monaco was ever more des­ 
perate. 
As the wreck lies around Panam a to- 
lay the evid en ces of profligate expendi­ 
ture on an unheard-of scale, abound on 
every hand. 
T he principle of pushing 
construction for the profits that m ight be 
in it 
was 
rushed 
to 
a practically 
unheard of extent. 
Mere adventurers 
rushed 
into the schem e, and made 
untold millions. 
Amongst the fortunate 
was a clever and energetic Canadian 
named Slaven, w ho for years kept a drug 
store under the Baldwin H otel, in San 
Francisco. 
Slaven purchased a dredger 
patent, by the use of which he is Baid to 
have made quite ten m illion dollars in 
the narrow gap of land w hich separatee 
Panama from Colon, and that in half a 
dozen years. 
The illustrious name of 
Ferdinand 
de Lesseps, was a hundred tim es im­ 
ported into the Panama Canal schem e to 
save 
the 
project 
from 
extinction. 
Repeated efforts were made to enlist 
Am erican 
capital 
in 
the 
scheme. 
Am ongst 
the 
rest 
was 
the retain- 
menc 
of 
Dick 
Thompson, 
Presi­ 
dent H ayes’s Secretary of the Navy, 
wbo w as made the American counsel 
and a Director of the Panama Company. 
To their credit be it said, the American 
people, who have a keen nose for busi­ 
ness propositions, never entered actively 
or financially into the matter, while the 
distinctively American Monroe doctrine 
clang to it like a very shirt of Nessus. 
To-day France is in a sort of catalepsy 
arising from the miscarriage of 
the 
Panama Canal, the great disaster of the 
Socié'í des M etaux and the Comptoir 
d’Escorn pteB . 
The vitality which that 
country of nnrivaled resources showed 
after the Franco-Prussian war, andsince 
ie now being severely tested. 
The honor o! Ferdinand de Lesseps ie 
protected by bis age, but his son Charles 
is the legitim ate scapegoat. 
A nation 
palpitating with rage and a sense of dis­ 
aster m ay fail to allow years and honors 
their 
proper significance. 
T he men 
who are 
smarting 
under loss and 
failure 
do 
not 
feel 
like 
makiDg 
distinctions, 
personal or 
m etaphysi­ 
cal. 
And 
thus goes down 
a great 
nam e, with the probability that De Les 
sep^’ intentions were honest though his 
previsions were inexact. 
The whole cir­ 
cum stance recalls the m elancholy lines 
of Johneou on the eclipse at Pultowa, 
and shows that governments have little 
to do with the ordinary vicissitudes of 
man, 
How few d all the lla that men endure, 
Or kings or l&wa can cause or cure. 


A v e r y important decision has ju st 
been rendered by the United States Su­ 
preme Court in the rancho Las Virgínea, 
this county, and one w .ich will affect 
m any M exican grants throughout th e 
State that were heretofore supposed to be 
settled. 
The decision is in effect that 
M exican or Spanish grants to ranchos 
that w ere not passed upon by the Court 
of Land Commissioners, established by 
th e A ct of 1851, are void, and the lands 
held under them revert to the public 


4lom ain. 
I t matters not whether the 
grant was a perfected, or only an un- 
cboato, grant under the Mexican dispen­ 
sation , if it was not subm itted to the 
decision of th e Land Commissioners, it is 
▼aid. 
The object of the Act of Congress 
In establish ing the Board of Land Com­ 
m issioners w as to determ ine what land 
was held by grant and what belonged to 
th e public dom ain of the United States, 
and this included the determ ination of 
title in perfected as well as an perfected 
grants. 
It is believed that there are a 
num ber of grants in this State that w ere 
never brought before the Com m issioners. 


A f t e r all the loud pretensions of th e

In this view of

I do not believe any 
conBiderable number of Senators desire 
to shield them selves from public criti­ 
cism or the public gaze in matters of this 
kind. 
W hile I admit that in considering 
the question of international relations 
there may be, aud frequently are, tim es 
when I be Seuate should sit with closed 
doors ou account of great public inter­ 
ests, I can conceive of no reason why we 
should close our doors when asked to 
pass on the qualifications of men nom i­ 
nated for public office. 
“ I do not derire to conceal from the 
public any action of m ine in reference to 
such matters. 
On the contrary. I am

POINTERS TO OKLAHOMA SETTLERS. 
The 
Commissioner-General 
of 
the 
Land Office, w ith the approval of Secre­ 
tary Noble, has issued to registers and 
receivers of the new ly established land 
offices in Oklahoma á letter of instruc­ 
tions of special interest to persons desir­ 
ing to settle in that territory. 
Thq^nost 
important features of the lot ter are the 
following: All except reserved lands Ere 
made subject to entry by actual settlers 
under the hom estead laws, with certain 
modifications. 
Attention is directed to 
the general 
circular 
of 
January 1 
1889, containing the hom estead laws and 
official regulations thereunder. 
These 
laws and regulations are modified by 
special provisions of the act of March 2, 
1889, in the following particulars, viz: 
First. T he rule stated under the title that 
“ only one hom estead privilege to the 
same person is perm itted,” is so modified 
as to adm it of a homestead entry being 
made by anyone who, prior to the pas­ 
sage of said act, had made a homestead 
entry, but failed, from any cause, to se­ 
cure title in fee to th e land embraced 
therein, or w ho, having secured such 
title, did so 
by 
what is known as 
commutation of his hom estead entry. 
With regard to a person making a borne- 
siead entry and failing to acquire a title 
thereunder, or comm uting them after the 
passage of the said Act of March 2, 1889, 
the rule as to secoud hom esteads is oper­ 
ative, and will be enforced in relation to 
theBe lands as well as others.

W ashington, April 1.—No decision 
has >et been reached at the Navy Depart­ 
ment in regard to sending vessels to take 
the place of the shipB lost at Apia. 
Sec­ 
retary Tracy said the m atter was one 
which offered serious difficulties. The 
vessels now át Panam a and other sta­ 
tions, w hich might be otherwiso availa­ 
ble, cannot well be spared from their 
present posts of duty. The Pensacola is 
undergoing repairs at the Norfolk Navy 
Yard, and can be ready for sea in about 
four m onths, and a like period will be 
required to complete repairs and tit for 
sea the Adams and Iroquois, now at 
Mare Island Navy Yard. 
The Charles­ 
ton, if accepted by the Government, can 
be made ready for service by the 1st of 
June. 
Secretary Tracy fortunately ordered 
that the battery intended for the York- 
town he shipped to 8an Francisco and 
placed on board the Charleston. The 
order was issued March 20th, and the 
gnns will soon be on the way. 


WAS KIMBERLY TO BLAME? 
While no doubt is entertained here that 
Admiral Kimberly did everything possi­ 
ble to avert the dreadful disaster at Sa­ 
moa, the receipt of his detailed report is 
awaited with interest. 
W hen that is re­ 
ceived it will be decided w hether it ii 
necessary to make any further investiga 
tion. 
Colonel W. B. Rainy, Judge Advocate 
of the Navy, says on the subject: 
“ The 
usual course was followed in a case of 
thiB kind. 
Admiral Kimberly will make 
his report to the Secretary, giving in de­ 
tail all the facts in connection with the 
loss of the ships and men in this equad- 
ron, of which he had command. That 
report will, in the natural order of things, 
be referred to me, and if in my judgm ent 
it seems to m e there was any negli­ 
gence displayed or the Admiral failed to 
take all proper precautions, I shall recom­ 
mend to the Secretary that a court of in­ 
quiry be held, 
“The functions of a court of inquiry 
are very similar to those of a grand jary. 
If, aftor thorough investigation, the 
court is convinced that ttie Admiral was 
remiss, or did not display the seaman- 
bIiíd which ought to have been expected 
of him under the circumstances, the 
court recommends to the Secretary of the 
Navy th a t he be tried by court martial* 
and I should have to prefer charges. I 
do not believe any court will be con­ 
vened.” 
SHIPS FOR SAMOA. 
The Navy Department is m akingevory 
effort to eecure adequate representation 
at Samoa. Orders were sent to-day to 
have the Richmond, Alert and Adams 
sent to Apia at the*earliest possible mo­ 
ment, The Alert is at Honolulu and can 
reach Samoa in a m onth or forty days. 
The Richmond is in the Rio do La Plata 
river, on the east coast of South America, 
and must go around Cape Horn. The 
Adams is under repair at the Mare Island 
Navy Y ard. Ten days or two weeks 
will serve to complete the reDairs and 
and after the few days additional are 
consumed in taking in stores and coal 
she may sail on the vovage, which will 
take about a month. The Yantic, now 
at Brooklyn, will be ready the 10th 
inst., probably to relieve the Richmond. 
While the vessels ordered to Samoa to­ 
day are fair vessels of their kind, yet 
they are by no means equal to the three 
vessels which were wrecked, and are of 
an antique type compared with the ves­ 
sels of the German East African fleet 
which have been ordered to Samoa. 
The old Richmond is the largest vessel 
that will go down. She was built in Nor­ 
folk in 1858, and is of 2,700 tons burden, 
225 feet long, 42>¿ feet broad, and 17.4 
draft. 
H er speed is set down as 19% 
knots when in trim , but she is doubtless 
foul, and consequently much reduced 
in 
speed 
by her stay in 
South 
Atlantic waters. 
She is commanded by 
Captain A. V. Reed, with Lieutenant- 
Commander and Lieutenants 
W. H. 
Everett, J. H. C. Coffin, F. H. Crosby, 
J . N. Robinson and J. O. Nicholson. 
H er complement is 28 officers and 321 
men. The battery is headed by twelve 
ten-inch smooth-bores, one eight-inch 
muzzle-loading rifle and one sixty-pound 
breech-loading rifle, two twenty-pound 
breech-loaders and some smaller secon­ 
dary guns. The Alert is one of the ves­ 
sels built by John Roach in 1875. She 
carries 21 officers and 127 men. She is

TWO LAND DECISIONS. 


Precise Meaning of a “Pre­ 
emption” Claim. 


T H E SETTLEK ’S SIG H T DEFINED. 


Lands Held Under Mexican G rants 
Most Be Confirmed by U, S. 
Commissioners.

W a sh in g t o n , April 1.—The Supreme 
Court rendered a decision in case 221 
Lizzie Buxton and Anna J . Yoorhees, 
plaintiffs in error, vs. H attie L. Travers 
et al., in error to the Supreme Court of 
California. The case of the plaintiffs 
rests upon the contention that their 
father acauired, by occupation of unsur­ 
veyed land, a United States right of pre­ 
emption, which, at his death, descended 
to plaintiffs’under the laws of the United 
Slates. The Court holds that this con­ 
tention is not well taken. Settlement 
upon public lands in advance of public 
surveys, the Court says, is allowed to 
parties who intend, when surveys are 
made to apply for their purchase. If, 
within a certain tim e after the surveys 
and return of plats 
to local 
land 
offices, the settler takes certain steps 
required by law, be acquires for tbe first 
time the right of pre-emption to the 
land, that is, the right to purchase it in 
preference to others. 
Until then, he has 
no estate in the land which he could de­ 
vise by will or which, in case of death, 
would pass to his heirs-at-law. As has 
been heretofore held by the court, occu­ 
pation and improvement of Dublic lands 
with a view to pre emption does not con­ 
fer a vested right in the lands so occu­ 
pied. 
The United States enters into no 
obligation th a t the lands occupied shall 
never be put ap for sale, but simply de­ 
clares, in case they are offered for sale, 
the occupants shall have the privilege of 
purchasing them before all others. The 
judgm ent of the lower court against the 
MamtiffB right ii affirmed. The opinion 
s by Justice Field. 
An opinion was Also rendered in case 
No. 1,370, Brigid O. O. Botiller et al., 
plaintiffs in error, versus Domingo Do­ 
minguez, in error, to the Supreme Court 
of California. 
This is an action of eject­ 
ment brought by Dominguez against Bo­ 
tiller and others to recover possession of 
the Rancho Las Virgines, in Los Angeles 
county, California. Dominguez’s title is 
derived from a grant made by Mexico in 
1834, but which grant had never been 
presented for confirmation to the Board 
of Land Commissioners, appointed under 
the Act of Congress, of March 3d, 1851, 
to settle private land claims in California; 
and no patent for the land has ever been 
issued by the United States. It is con­ 
tended 
by 
Botiller that 
the tract 
pnblic 
land 
and 
open 
to 
entry under the general land laws. The 
lower court held that as Dominguez’s 
title to the land from Mexico was perfect 
at the time of the acquisition of Califor­ 
nia by the United States, he was not 
compelled to snbmit a grant for confirma­ 
tion to the Board of Land Commission­ 
ers, and that his failure to do so did not 
forfeit his grant. Judgm ent was there­ 
fore given against Botiller, and from that 
judgm ent an appeal was taken to this 
court. 
In an elaborate opinion by Jus­ 
tice Miller, the Supreme Court holds 
that the lower court was in error and 
therefore reverses the judgment of the 
Supreme Court of California. Tne court 
says there is nothing 
in 
the lan­ 
guage of the statute of 1851, creat­ 
ing 
the 
Board 
of 
Land Commis­ 
sioners, to show that its proceedings 
were to be limited to the settlem ent of 
implied and inchoate claims, and that 
olaims already perfected under the Mex­ 
ican law were to he excluded from the 
jurisdiction of the Commission. Nowhere 
n the statute is there a hint of an at­ 
tem pt at any distinction as to claims to 
be presented between those which are 
perfect and those which aro imperfect. 
!t was not the purpose of the Statute to 
settle titles between private citizens mak­ 
ing claims to the same lands. The ob­ 
ject was to separate and distinguish lands 
which the United States owned from 
tboBe which belonged, equitably or le­ 
gally,to privato parties under a grant from 
Spain or Mexico. It was equally impor­ 
tant to the object which the United States 
had in the passage of it, that claims 
under perfect grants from the Mexican 
Government 3hould he established as 
that imperfect claims should be estab­ 
lished or rejected, so that the Govern­ 
m ent might be enabled,out of all its vant 
domain, to s a y : “ This is my property,” 
and that a Mexican claimant who had a 
.ust claim, might say: 
“ This is mine.” 
.in conclusion, the Court said there can 
be no doubt of the proposition that no 
title to land in California, dependent 
upon Spanish or Mexican grants, can be 
of any validity which has not been sub­ 
m itted to the board provided for the pur­ 
pose in the act of 1851, and the judgment 
of the Supreme Court of California íb ac­ 
cordingly reversed. The opinion in this 
case, it is said, will affect the title to a 
great quantity of California lands. 


J u d g e W ilso n to R e ilg n . 


S a n F r a n c is c o , April 1.— Judge Wil­ 
son of the Suprome Court resumed his 
place on the bench to-day. 
He has been 
absent for several weeks in San Diego, 
where he presided over the election con­ 
test for Sheriff. Rumor has it that Judge 
Wilson will shortly resign from thebsnch 
and go south to practice law. When 
seen in regard to the matter to-day, he 
stated that he had not decided as yet 
w hat he would do.
